was standing. Carter proceeded to box 
Ii is ears. 
Turning quickly without noticing the 
approach of the car tlmn coming up. 
C arter started to cross the track and 
stepped squarely in front of it. 
Ho 
was sent headlong, alighting across 
the rails, but with rare presence 
of 
mind, before the wheels passed over 
him, he seized the guard iron under­ 
neath the forward platform with one 
hand, while with tile other he held up 
his head to keep from striking the pav­ 
ing bricks. 
The car was going at a rapid speed 
when it struck Carter, but fortunately 
he was not dazed by the force of the 
blow he received. 
By catching hold 
of the guard iron he drew his feet 
from the rails, but several times 
the 
wheels came so close to running over

convention was discussed and ques­ 
tions incident thereto received con­ 
sideration.

monec— Did Not Try to Co­ 


erce Them. 


Washingion, March 25.—A confer­ 
ence was held at the White House 
yesterday 
afternoon 
between 
tho 
president and seven of the Republican 
members of lite house of representa­ 
tives. who have been foremost in op­ 
posing the plan of Cuban reciprocity 
urged by the ways and means com­ 
mittee and understood to have the 
support of the administration. 
The 
members who called were Representa­ 
tives Tawney and Morris, of Min­ 
nesota; Dick. of Ohio; William A. 
Smith, of Michigan; Minor, of Wis­ 
consin; 
Metcalf, of California, and 
Dayton, of West Virginia. 
The call 
was at the request of the President, 
who desired an exchange of views 
to the end that harmonious action 
might be secured in such steps as 
are taken in behalf of Cuba. 
It was stated afterward by those 
who had participated in the confer­ 
ence that it was of the most agree­ 
able and pleasant character, and that 
there was not the remotest sugges­ 
tion on lh'- part of the chief execu­ 
tive which could be considered aa 
seeking to luge them to yield their 
personal convictions.

A RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED. 


An Appeal Made to the Civic Federa­ 


tion to Settle the Differences De- 


tween the Anthracite Miners aid 


the Ooerators. 


Shamokin. 
Pa.. 
March 
25.- The 
resolution 
presented at yesterday a 
session of the convention of Unite I 
Mine Workers of America by the spo 
cial committee appointed Saturday!, 
made a provisional strike declaration 
and was unanimously adopted. 
President .Mitchell made a state­ 
ment. 
In part, he made an explana­ 
tion of the resolution, which was in 
part: 
He said the resolution declares 
that the mine workers cannot with 
honor to themselves or in justice to 
those depee.dent upon them continue 
at work dining the coming year un­ 
der the present low wages and In­ 
definite 
conditions 
of 
employment, 
and provides for a general suspension 
of work, to take effect upon a date 
to be designated 
by 
the 
executive 
boards of Districts I. 7 and 9. 
He 
further said in part: 
“It provides, however, that before 
resorting lo sinh drastic measures, 
and with a lingering hope for a peace­ 
ful solution ol the perplexing problem 
an appeal he made to the executive 
committee of the Industrial depart­ 
ment of the National Civic Federa­ 
tion. 
Should the civic federation re 
fuse to act or should they fail in their 
efforts to effect a satisfactory ad­ 
justm ent nrloe to April 1. and if after 
that date negotiations are still pend­ 
ing. all anthracite mine workers ex­ 
cept those necessary to keep t h ? mines 
in repair shall remain away from the 
mines. 
stnppings, 
washeries 
and 
breakers 
on 
Tuesdays. 
Thursdays 
and Saturdays of each week. 
Should 
a strike take place no settlem ent will 
be made In any separate district, and 
will not term inate until it has been of­ 
ficially declared ended by a conven­ 
tion representing the three anthracite 
districts. 
“The committee to negotiate with 
the Civic Federation has not yet been 
appointed. 
Commenting on the action of the 
convention President Mitchell sa bl: 
“I am free t<* confess a strike is Im­ 
minent.” 
Before completing the draft of the 
resolution 
Presid* nt. 
Mitchell tele­ 
graphed th- 
presidents of the ooal- 
rarrying roads making a last appeal 
for a conference. 
The telegram was as follows: 
“Bv direction of m inurs’ conven­ 
tion I wire to ascertain if your com­ 
pany will join other anthracite coal 
companies in conference with com­ 
mittee repi renting anthracite mine 
w orkers for 
purpose of discussing 
and adjusting grievances which affect 
all companies and all employes alike. 
Ph ase answer.*’ 
He received several replies, one of 
which was from President Baer, ct 
the Philadelphia & Reading Coal and 
Iron Company, and all of which re­ 
fuse*^ to meet the representatives of 
the union. 
Others made no response. 
Th* ti xt of the replies were not ma le 
public. 
This resulted in the formulation of 
the resolution 
presented 
yesterday, 
and according to President Mitchell 
It was adopted without a dissenting 
vote.
